All that is known is that on the sit­ 
uation as finally presented, there 
Is nothing else to do. 
But It was inexcusable that this 
should have been the final situ* 
lion. It should have been evident— 
It was evident to all who looked 
to see—long before the legislature 
of 1921 convened, that the revenues 
from the old tax rates would be In­ 
adequate. New tax rates, as a tem­ 
porary measure, and a reconsidera­ 
tion of the whole tax system as 
the permanent remedy, were obvi­ 
ously Imperative.

The wwriy appointment of a com 
patent commission, official or unof­ 
ficial, to Investigate the facts and 
report them, with matured recom­ 
mendations, 
to 
the 
legislature, 
would have been the only rational 
way to meet the situation. 
In 
stead, the emergency was not faced 
until the last moment, when the 
King tax bill was thrown together 
by quick rule of thumb and jammed 
through the legislature in a fight 
In which exact facts and sound ar­ 
gument had nothing to do with the 
case on either side. Accepting the 
system, as it existed 
when

Unless there was to be a further 
Increase in the corporation tax, or 
a resort to new special taxes, the 
time to make that choice for once 
was obviously now.

oven lf we begin now. But we may 
hrve to have it twice, to burden 
two governors with what no gov­ 
ernor has yet dared to contemplate, 
t-nless we begin now.

So, whether we can or can not 
escape the extravagant economy of 
the present budget thla year, there 
is at least no excuse for running 
blindly 
toward a worse dilemma 
two years later. For better or for 
norse, let the present budget be 
passed, if it must be, or amended 
lf it can be.

TENT (with emphasis on the “com­ 
petent”) body of real experts be 
provided, to spend two years study­ 
ing the situation, so that in ^925 
we shall have at least something 
better than extemporized make­ 
shifts. 
We have shoved the dread re­ 
sponsibility forward, one step at 
a time, long enough. 
The shove 
two years ago was the last 
one 
that was possible without disaster. 
The present one is the last that 
will be possible even with disaster. 
This one ought not to be made and 
the next one cannot be made. We 
already know that a constructive 
tax plan must come out of the 
next legislature. We know that it 
cannot come out intelligently un­ 
less measures are taken now to 
gather 
beforehand the necessary 
information. We ought to have bad 
an adequate tax commisalon long 
ago. We must have it now.

An infection of the kidneys of 
long standing 
was the 
cause of 
death. 
Bernhardt was 78 years old. Be­ 
spit* advice of physicians during 
the last your thai all strenuous ac­ 
tivities be given up, she busied up­ 
on appearing whenever possible. 
Several times 
in 
the 
winter 
months she suffered relapses and 
an early end was considered in­ 
evitable. 
Each tim# by the exercise of her 
unconquerable 
will 
Bernhardt 
struggled back from the doorsill 
of death and asserted she would 
live. 
80 Years on Stage. 
For more than sixty years Born 
hardt had been before the public, 
admired by the world, courted by 
kings and prince* in her younger 
days, and in her vivid personality 
fairly typifying the spirit of her 
country. 
Mme. Bernhardt was born in 
Paris October 23, 1845, and christ­ 
ened Rosin* Bernhardt. Her father 
was a French Catholic, her mother 
a Dutch Jewess. Her early educa­ 
tion was in a convent and at the 
age of 15 she entered the training 
school of the French 
stage, 
the 
Conservatoire. 
Her 
first 
profes­ 
sional appearance was at the Com­ 
edic Francaise, but having no great 
success, abe left the stage for a 
time. 
Scores Triumph. 
Returning to her profession, how­ 
ever, Bernhardt scored marked suc­ 
cess in numerous 
classical 
roles 
with the Corned!* Francaise com­ 
pany. Her first triumph came in 
“Heman!” 
by 
Victor 
Hugo. 
It 
brought to her a personal letter of 
appreciation from the author. This 
was in 1875. Then, barely 30 years 
old, Bernhardt had as her friends 
and 
suitors the reigning kings, 
nobles and princes of Europe. Her 
palatial home on the Boulevard 
Poreire was said to have been a 
gift from Emperor Dom Pedro of 
Brazil. 
The ambition of the “divine trage­ 
dienne's life”—to die on the stage— 
was denied her, but in her dying 
moments the great roles she made 
famous came back to her and in de­ 
lirium she spoke the 
lines 
from 
“Camille” 
and 
“L’Aiglon” 
that 
thousands of her admirers know. 
Dies Penniless- 
Bernhardt’s passing at this time 
marked a final tragedy in her won­ 
derful life, for she was penniless 
at the end and downstairs, as she 
lay dying, the house was filled with 
garish movie 
scenes 
lighted 
by 
calcium lights and 
camera men 
came even on the day of death, in­ 
sisting the film upon 
which 
she 
had boen working must be complet­ 
ed despite 
her 
illness. 
Several 
times toward the end, when caf­

In men’s commodities the price 
of footwear was among the last to 
show a decease. 
W hile m aterials 
entering in the making of shoes 
and oxfords to9 k a tumble several 
years ago, the greatest Hem In the 
production of footwear—labor—was 
the last to be decreased. Now that 
wages are lowered a bit—not a 
great deal at th at—and styles have 
been simplified, prices of the fin­ 
ished product have decreased, too. 
The idea of cutting down on the 
number of styles has reduced the 
task of both m anufacturer and re­ 
tailer. 
As a result both are in a 
happier frame of mind, as “left­ 
overs” have been cut down to the 
minimum. 
The varicolored tops and the 
two-toned effects of past seasons 
have been shelved for the time be 
log with little promise of a re 
turn for a long, long time to come. 
Naturally, there will be a few 
freakish lasts to satisfy some ex­ 
traordinary whim, but such foot­ 
wear is far in the minority. Black 
lowers with tan or brown uppers 
have gone Into the discard, while 
the single-toned shoe or oxfords 
will lead the van. 
Cordovan

In one year Travelers’ Aid workers apprehended 
130 runaway children. 
They are always on the 
lookout to protect young girls in railroad stations or 
boat landings; they sponsor many immigrant mar­ 
riages and see to it that newly arrived immigrants 
get to their own friends instead of falling prey to 
glib strangers. 
They meet all incoming trains and 


will start flying from Berlin to Chicago late in June, 
under our flag. 
Its speed limit will be about 75 
miles an hour, carrying 300 passengers, their baggage 
and a crew of 60. 
On the trip to Chicago, it will be 
"sold out." 
This Zeppelin’s transatlantic trip will be the most 
important flying feat of 1923. 
The trip may help

ture will be dirigible balloons or “heavier-than-air” 
planes.

Operation of the country's rail­ 
roads as one system during the war, though unsatis­ 
factory in many respects, gave the public an idea of 
the big saving that might be made by avoiding du­ 
plication of offices, stations, personnel, track, rolling 
stock, etc., thereby greatly reducing overhead ex­ 
pense. 
No doubt hundreds of millions a year might 
be saved rn this way through wise grouping of the 
roads in various sections. 
The big problem is to simplify and centralize the 
transportation system without sacrificing the benefits 
of competion. 
The present plan seems to go about 
half way. aiming to have perhaps half as much com­ 
petition as there has been and twice as much cen­ 
tralization 
A few big groups are to do the com­ 
peting instead of many lines, and in most areas the 
competition is to be confined to two systems. 
This plan, if it works satisfactorily, may lead natur­ 
ally in time to greater consolidation, until eventually 
all the railroads in the country may be operated as 
one vast centralized system, privately owned and 
managed but under public supervision. 


PAN-AMERICAN MEDICINE 


One result hoped for from the South American 
tour of physicians, surgeons and professors from lead­ 
ing medical schools in the United States and Can­ 
ada is greater medical co-operation between the two 
continents. 
At present most young South American 
medical students go to Europe for their advanced 
sta^p and research. 
Leaders in the profession feel 
that it would be greatly to the advantage of both 
North and South America if they had a freer inter­ 
change of ideas and students. 
Some of the traveling doctors will attend the pan- 
Amencan coherence at Santiago, to urge unification 
of the medical laws of the two continents. 
A dearer understanding and more generous co­ 
operation between North and South American coun­ 
tries are to be welcomed, whether in commerce or 
medicine 01 art or any other field. Much is expected 
of the people* of the western hemisphere, and their 
mutual progress and development are essential to its 
fulfillment.

(This Is the fourth of 14 articles on the City-Manager plan. 
by H. S. Gilbertson of the National Municipal League). 


It was a bold step on the part of the little city of Sumter, S. C.f 
when It took the idea of the clty-manager plan out of an academic 
pam phlet and resolved to lead the country In Its adoption. 
This 
was in 1912. 
Sum ter chose as Its first m anager an engineer from out of town 
and saw him save his salary for the town the first month, but this 
is hardly a test, for Sum ter has only 8,000 population. 
The real leadership in the new movement properly belongs to 
Dayton, O., a city of 160,000, where the idea was worked out with 
greater thoroughness in a special charter and applied to more typi­ 
cal municipal problems. 
This instrum ent was adopt6d in 1911. It provided for a council 
of five members elected at large on a non-partisan ballot and 
four business men and a labor representative were elected. 
T heir 
first task was to hire a city manager. 
They cabled General Goethals at Panam a offering him the 
position at a high salary. He declined, however, but they found an 
adm irable choice in Henry M. Waite, city engineer of Cincinnati. 
W aite went to Dayton, appointed expert departm ent beads 
and began sending cheerful electric thrills through the marrow of 
the personnel of the administration. 
W ithin a month, he was the 
beloved ‘‘big chief” and the men on the city pay-roll were beginning 
to be proud of their employment. 
Things had been no rottener in Dayton than in many another 
American city. 
Each adm inistration achieved low taxes by pass­ 
ing deficits to the next. 
A council of 15 ward-elected m em bers 
quarreled jealously over appropriations. 
At one time a public-spirited citizen offered several hundred 
acres of wooded hills as a gift to the municipality, but councilmen 
from other sections could not bear to see the south section ge such: 
a handsom e benefaction and contrived to prevent acceptance! 
Grade crossings could not be eliminated for like reasons; the 
sections not benefitted would not vote the city’s portion of the 
cost. 
The council blocked the mayor part of the time, the mayor 
blocked the council part of the time. 
Central purchase secured quantity prices and advantageous 
contracts— Dayton was, for Instance, paying 9 cents for gasoline 
long after the rest of us paid 26 cents. 
City employes went on an eight-hour day and did vastly more 
work. 
The park area grew from 20 acres to 641 acres Including th at 
tract the old council rejected. 
The city got real garbage collection for the first tim e and a dis­ 
posal system th at paid its own bills from sales of soap grease. 
The tax rate came down despite the fact that the municipality 
did 40 per cent more work for the money. 
T h e deficit of $125,000 
was cut to $50,000 the first year. 
W ater supply and land* were purchased for $67,000 as com­ 
pared with an earlier bld four times ae high and for the first tim e 
in years Dayton got abundant water in summer. 
A new spirit in the city ball was reflected in the new things 
that the municipality soon began doing for its citizens. 
Private 
and public district nursing was co-ordinated, clinics were opened, 
milk was supervised, food was inspected, 7000 disease-breeding dry 
vaults were eliminated, recreation and gardening on vacant lots 
tremendously expanded—and down came the general death rate 
and the Infant death rate by radical Jumps! 
A free legal aid bureau helped a thousand poor people a year. 
Grand opera singers sang at very cheap popular concerts. 
Naural gas at 34 cents replaced artificial gas at 85 cents. 
Dayton Is buying better street lighting today than the old regime 
did and at lower coats despite the rise In prices. 
Eleven loan shark 
companies were driven out of town. 
There Is a municipal country club outside the city, a beautiful 
big playground with golf links, tennis, camps, etc., and the mem­ 
bership fee, lf you are so fortunate as to be a citizen of Dayton Is 
only a dollar a year. 
Ju st a reform wave? 
No—It has gone on through three elec­ 
tions and la still going!

Under our exceedingly fortunate 
conditions of existence few of us 
have any understanding of the bit­ 
ter struggle for life which is so 
prom inent in the existence of oth­ 
er living things. 
But, now 
and 
then, some scientist or 
explorer 
undertakes a study which brings 
such struggles partly Into view. 
For the past two months, Pro­ 
fessor O. T. Wilson of the 
Uni­ 
versity of 
Cincinnati 
has 
been 
making a series of very interest­ 
ing studies st the La Jolla Biologi­ 
cal station uhtch give some idea 
of the difficulties of life amongst 
microscopic forms In the sea. 
On each side of the pier he has 
suspended in the w ater a series of 
wooden blocks kept at a certain 
distance above the sandy bottom 
by weights. 
One set of these he 
Is reserving for fins! inspection. 
The other set be examines every 
day. 
From a certain side of each 
block examined he carefully cleans 
all of the living things at certain 
intervals and closely examines the 
collections with microscopes. 
Tho 
other parts of the blocks he mere­ 
ly examines as well as 
he 
can 
while keeping them out of the wa­ 
ter for a few m inutes on the pier. 
W hen the work was first begun 
in January there was a period of 
a few days before he was able to 
observe anything on any surfaces, 
although there may 
have 
been. 
even then, many bacteria present 
which were too small to be aeon 
by ordinary microscopic methods. 
But, after a few days, some scat­ 
tering broom shaped colonies of 
a wedge 
shaped 
diatom 
were 
found. 
(Diatoms are microscopic 
plants having glass like coverings 
made and joined together like lid 
and body of a pill box.) 
These 
rapidly became 
more 
numerous 
only to be crowded out by larger 
and rnoro numerous thread 
like 
colonies of a still 
sm aller 
boat 
shaped diatom. 
The threads were 
largely composed of a jelly like 
substance In which the Individual 
diatoms toy like stones in mortar. 
The threads were long and 
cur­ 
iously branched in a 
way 
that 
would enable them to overlap the 
earlier occupants of the limited 
space on the block. 
In some cases 
a needle shaped diatom was able 


to thrive for a time with Its rath­ 
er loose, bushy 
colonies. 
Other 
kinds were less successful. 
A fter two or throe weeks, it was 
found that some spores of sea let­ 
tuce, and two kinds of red sou- 
weed, and one or more kinds of 
brown seaweed had lodged 
and 
su rfe d the formation of growths 
of seaweeds. 
Some plant like anl- 
mitls wera also observed, and 
a 
little later some diatoms and other 
small things were found growiug 
on the bodies of the larger plants 
and plant like animals. 
O ther kinds of animals also ap­ 
peared, such as small worms and 
very young crabs and their kin. It 
was also found that some 
of 
the 
fishes which lurk about 
’’mossy*’ 
rocks and piling were feeding ou 
the things atU rhed to the blocks. 
Apparently thev found 
it 
more 
convenient to browse there than 
off the piling where 
the 
dense 
growth makes it more difficult to 
avoid sand and shells. 
Surfaces ahich were cleaned at 
short Intervals showed th* same 
tendency for the wodge shaped dlu- 
tom to come Brat and the 
boat 
shaped one with its thread shaped 
colonies next, but it was necessary 
to give several days of lime for 
the sea weeds ta get started and 
becotno risible. 
Day after day and 
hour 
after 
hour new arm ies of 
these 
tiny 
plants and animals 
are 
surging 
forward to occupy 
any 
ground 
from which their 
kindred 
have 
just been dislodged or which has 
otherwise become 
vacant. 
Hun­ 
dreds of thousands are 
striving 
for foothold on everv square inch 
of 
surface 
exposed. 
Thousands 
are quickly smothered 
by 
other 
thousands having more 
vigorous 
growth or they are swept away as 
food for raring snimals. 
In spite 
of all odds, some survive for a 
while until torn away by the col­ 
lector’s tools. 
Here, under the skillful 
touch 
of the experimenter, we see for a 
moment the. parting of the curtain 
which conceals 
life’s 
mysteries, 
and we get a glimpse of the ele­ 
m ental strife of some living things 
against one tvpe of life’s obstacles, 
i. e., innumerable hosts of 
com­ 
petitors.

In many papers, from the cheap- 
Talc has been used for a num­ 
ber of years as a filler In the 
m anufacture of mixed and ready- 
prepared paints. 
At first it was 
used secretively and was regard­ 
ed as an adulterant; but gradu­ 
ally by actual tests and Impartial 
research it was found that U te 
had valuable properties that real­ 
ly improved paints used for some 
purposes.
